Dr. 8un 
Yat-sen-and President Li Yuan- 
hung having expressed their ap- 
proval, there seems’ to be nothing 
now standing in the way of this 
scheme to bring the clashing fac- 
tions together. What the eventual 


result of the conference will be, a 


cannot of course be predicted 
yet, but we feel hopeful: of. sub- 
stantisl progress towards the 
unification of Chins. Both sides 


‘}{ must surely be tired of the con- 


flict by now, with: its side-issues 
and 3ts resultant lawlessnese, 
which “sre bringing. the coutitry 
prominently before the Powers.ig 
a most unfavourable light.

as we pen these words the wires 
are probably. fashing: details. of 
the’ latest bandit outrage 
different parts ‘of ’ the’ world:

solution is at length to be found.
